REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments on page 16, first two paragraphs, have been found 
convincing. Specifically, the examiner has found applicant's argument that "the 
combination of Bennett with Sinderby would not teach adjusting a rate of 
application and a level of positive and negative pressures as a function of a 
detected neural inspiratory activation, within a system or method for delivering 
combined positive and negative pressure assist ventilation", since "the manual 
and mechanical adjustment structure taught by Bennett is designed for producing 
a positive pressure of constant level applied at a constant rate and is neither 
suitable nor adaptable for automatically adjusting a level and rate of application 
of such positive pressure in response to an EMG or other signal" to be 
convincing. Therefore, the rejections have been WITHDRAWN.
